sociation.) 


By enacting the uniform 
traffic 


code, which recently became 
effec- 


tive, the state of Ohio placed re- 
strictions upon the actions of every 
motorist and every pedestrian within 
ita borders. 


Contrary to the popular concep- 


tion, traffic laws do not apply only 
to the operators of vehicles. A very 
important part of them regulate the 
pedestrian's use of. tee streets and 
highways. 
Consequently, a knowl- 


edge of the new law is both valuable 
and essential to every citizen, as well 
atf being extremely important from 
the standpoint of public safety and 
community progress. 


Without free and convenient and 


economic movement of traffic, both 
pedestrian and vehicular, business 
and social affairs are retarded. De- 
lay is coKtly ; inconvenience is costly. 
Economy lies in speed plus safety. - 


These are the chief objects of the 


new uniform state code. Uie all 
laws, this one is couched in legal 
phraseology. 
Its provisions, how- 


ever, may easily be made simpie. 
They fall under four main headings. 
First, Rules of the Road; second. 
Right of Way; third, Speed Regula- 
tions for Pedestrians, and 
fourth, 


Registration, Provimons and Penal- 
ties.This arrangement will enable the 
layman to get at the heart of the law. 
Beginning with rules of the road, 
the motorist will find that 
first rule is, Keep to the Right. 


Bpecificallr, the law provides that 


the drivers of vehicles shall keep to 
the right: 
1. un any public road or highway 


which is divided longitudinally by a 
parkway, walk or viaduct 


2. On any circular roadway, the 


driver shall enter at the right and 
keep to the right until reaching the 
eiit. 
3. On any other road or highway. 
4. Wheu meeting another vehicle. 
The ouly exceptions to this rule of 


keep-to-the-rigbt are these: When 
it is necessary to turn to the left in 
crossing the road and in overtaking 
and passing another vehicle. 
Even 


in passing another 
vehicle to 
the 


left, after having overtaken it, the 
law specifies that the passing shall 
be made as close to the right band 
side of the road as It is possible to 
get without endangering the safety 
of either driver. 


How to pass other vehicles, how to 


turn left and right, how to turn com- 
pletely around, how to stop aud back 
or how to alter the course of a ve 
hide in any manner, is regulated b; 
law.

All the lOrproing rules atout turn- 


ing riclit and feft.'passing other cars, 
stopping, backing,

carry the specific command of the 
law to make the proper signal be- 
fore altering the car's direction and 
movement. 


The uniform 
code does 
not set 


forth what kind of signals to make. 
Many drivers depend a great deal 
upon mechanical signals which indi- 
care "stop." "right," "left." "slow," 
nnd o;h»r directions ro other drivers. 
The Ohio State Automobile Associa- 
tion, however, from its years of «- 


perience with traffic problems, acci- 
dents, and the framing and enforcing 
of traffic regulations, advises motor- 
ists not to rely upon mechanical sig- 
nr-Is alone, but to use the hand sig- 
nals also. 


A movement has been • growing 


throughout the country to standard-1 
izo these hand signals, so that motor- 
ists may interpret them conveniently, 
no matter what part of the country 
they may be traveling in. 
This 


movement appears to be crystallizing 
around three fundamental signals. 


The first is for turning left. It is 


given 
by extending 
the 
forearm 


straight left, with index finger point- 
ing. 


The second is for turning right. It 


is given by bending 
the 
forearm 


straight up at a right angle with the 
car. indei finger pointing straight 
up. 


The third is for stopping or back- 


ing up. Jt is given by dropping the 
arm straight toward the outer edge 
of the running board, with the palm 
of the hand facing toward the back 
of the car. 


It is not necessary, if tb^e signals 


are employed, to make all sorts of 
fancy motions which are often diffi- 
cult to see In twilight, or fog. or 
darkness, or at «. distance. The gen- 
eral position of the arm, however, 
car. always be interpreted, under all 
except extraordinary conditions. 


It should not he understood 


the law specifies these signals- 
It 


does not specify any particular set 
of signal?, requiring only that the 
signals used be adequate to give 
proper notice to other drivers.

the chief told my interpreter that 
they were built for the purpose of

their fantastic decorations, rushed 
In the opening at one e.nd of the 
grounds and began to dance with 
various contortions of the body.

It was a savage spectacle to 


see these naked black figures 
prancing back and forth in the 
shadowy jungle in the simplest 
form of dance to the tune of growl- 
ing torn toms and their howling, 
"Ao vo aho oah, yeeo aai yo yo 0 
eeah!" which they chanted In only 
four or five notes of the scale. 


A few women, brightly painted 


and decorated, danced after the

Then, in 
ihe early hours of dawn, the hor- 
rors of sacrifice began.

dred pigs at » time were killed by 
stabbing them in tho heart or 
throat. Tho sing-sing grounds ran 
with blood. 


Cooking pits were filled with 


victims of the sacrifices, covered 
with yams and fruit, and in the 
morning exhausted natives sat and 
gorged their fill.

two days. On the second day the 
dancers became so savage that I 
decided we would be safer on the 
ship," and about seven o'clock, 
when it began to grow dark, wo 
slipped cautiously away, unnoticed 
by the frenzied natives, and went 
back to the Wisdom.
